Ore may legitimately go further 
and. in answer to the common query 
of whether the European conflict is 
nearing its end, say th at H err H it­ 
ler is indeed on his last mile, and 
his knees are knocking. However, 
we must follow this with the cau­ 
tion that the greatest tragedy which 
could cane out of this war would be

July 3.—French 
troops 
and American artillery and tank 
forces occupied the medieval m etro­ 
polis of Siena 31 miles below Flor­ 
ence today after more th an a week 
of heavy fighting 
through 
tough 
G erm an delenses. 
T he occupation 
touched 
off 
a 
wild dem onstration by the popula­ 
tion of 50,000 which cheered and 
applauded and paraded its famous 
silk flags for the first time in four 
years in a belated im prom ptu cele­ 
bration of the ancien ’’Paiio Delle 
Contrade." 
The city, whose art treasures are 
rivalled only by those of Florence, 
was virtually 
untouched 
by war 
dam age except for 
a 
few 
small 
bombs dropped in the last several 
nights and 
demolitions 
of public 
utilities carried out by 
the 
G er­ 
m ans. 
D itpatches 
said 
three 
bombs 
landed within 30 yards of the city’s 
beautiful black and white marble 
cathedral, tearing up paving blocks 
in the Piazza Del Duomo. 
Fall of the city coincided with a 
rapid advance by the Eighth arm y 
west of Lake Trasim eno in the cen­

only nine miles from Ancona. 
A few hours earlier Americans on 
the Italian west coast crushed G er­ 
m an resistance at Cecina, after the 
most vicious fighting since the fall 
of Rome.

Noemfoor, OH N. Guinea,

Gen. M acA rthurs sector of the

Mac A rthur’s headquarters report­ 
ed the second raid brought 150 a ir­ 
craft with a 230-ton bomb load over 
Noemfoors three airdrom es S atu r­ 
day. The unusual weight of the a t­ 
tack suggested M acArthur could be 
preparing to leap 50 miles from Biak 
island to Noemfoor Or he could be 
clearing the way for a jum p fa r­ 
ther west to Now G uinea’s northw est 
tip. Noemfoor is 800 miles from 
the Philippines, 600 from Balau. 
Advance Slowly 
Elements of two M arine and one 
Infantry division narrowed to ap­ 
proximately 
25 square miles the 
pocket into which Japanese on S ai­ 
pan are being pushed. The Ameri­ 
cans advanced from 500 yards to 
a mile along the front. On the east 
coast they were five and a half 
miles from the Island's northern 
tip, which may become a Japanese 
B ataan. The bitter fighting in the 
forests and cave-pocked m ountains 
already has cost the Japanese at 
least 6,015 killed and much cached 
war m ateria:.
